CHAP.  1 


An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money 
for  the  public  service  for  the  financial  year  ending  the 
31st  March,  1964. 

[Assented  to  5ih  June,  1963.] 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency,  Preamble. 
Major-General  Georges  Philias  Vanier,  DSO.,  MC., 
Governor  General  of  Canada  and  the  estimates  accompany- 
ing the  said  messages,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned 
are  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service 
of  Canada,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the  financial  year 
ending  the  31st  day  of  March,  1964,  and  for  other  purposes 
connected  with  the  public  service:  May  it  therefore  please 
Your  Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by 
the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  that: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Appropriation  short  title. 
Act  No,  1,  1963. 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  ConsoHdated  Revenue  $1,430,259,- 
Fund,  there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  granted  for 
the  whole  one  billion,  four  hundred  and  thirty  million,  two  1963-64. 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  thousand,  nine  hundred  sixty-eight 
dollars  and  forty-five  cents,  towards  defraying  the  several

3.  The  amount  authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  paid 

or  applied  in  respect  of  an  item  may  be  paid  or  applied  only 
for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  any  terms  and  conditions 
specified  in  the  item,  and  the  payment  or  application  of  any 
amount  pursuant  to  the  item  has  such  operation  and  effect 
as  may  be  stated  or  described  therein.

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4.  Where  an  item  in  the  said  Estimates  purports  Commit- 

to  confer  authority  to  enter  into  commitments  up  to  an  ^^^^^ 
amount  stated  therein,  a  commitment  may  be  entered  into 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  item,  if  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  certifies  that  the  amount  of  the  commit- 
ment proposed  to  be  entered  into,  together  with  all  previous 
commitments  entered  into  pursuant  to  this  section,  does 
not  exceed  the  total  amount  of  the  commitment  authority 
stated  in  such  item. 


5.  Contracts  entered  into,  after  the  6th  day  of  Contracts 

February,  1963,  but  before  the  29th  day  of  May,  1963,  conlrmS'.'^ 
for  any  of  the  purposes  specified  in  any  of  the  items  set 
forth  in  the  said  Estimates  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 


6.  For  the  purposes  of  subsection  (4)  of  section  28  special 

of  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  the  Act  of  Parliament  J^^^^^g^* 
referred  to  therein  shall,  in  relation  to  any  special  warrants  s.2,s3*.  (2).

to  the  commencement  of  construction  of  the  bridge,  tunnel 
or  ancillary  works,  submit  to  the  Governor  in  Council  for 
examination  and  approval  plans  and  drawings  thereof  and 
a  map  of  their  proposed  locations,  indicating  accurately 
all  relevant  soundings  and  showing  the  bed  of  the  stream 
and  the  location  of  all  other  bridges  in  the  area,  and  furnish 
to  the  Governor  in  Council  such  other  information  as  is 
required  for  a  full  and  satisfactory  understanding  of  the 
project.

An  Act  authorizing  the  Senate  of  Canada  to 
Dissolve  or  Annul  Marriages. 

[Assented  to  2nd  August,  1963.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows  : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Dissolution  and  short 

Annulment  of  Marriages  Act. 


2.  (1)  The  Senate  of  Canada  may,  on  the  petition 

of  either  party  to  a  marriage,  by  resolution  declare  that  the 
marriage  is  dissolved  or  annulled,  as  the  case  may  be,  and, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsections  (2)  and  (3), 
immediately  on  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  the  marriage  is  dissolved 
or  annulled,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  be  null  and  void, 
and  thereafter  either  party  thereto  may  marry  any  person 
whom  he  or  she  might  lawfully  marry  if  the  said  marriage 
had  not  been  solemnized. 

(2)  If,  before  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days 
referred  to  in  subsection  (1),  a  petition  to  the  Parhament  of 
Canada  by  either  party  to  a  marriage  in  respect  of  which  a 
resolution  for  its  dissolution  or  annulment  has  been  adopted 
by  the  Senate,  together  with  a  draft  bill  based  thereon  and 
the  required  fee,  is  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Parliaments 
praying  for  the  passage  of  an  Act  annulling  or  modifying 
such  resolution,  the  operation  of  the  resolution  shall  be 
suspended  until  an  Act  based  upon  the  petition  has  received 
Royal  Assent,  whereupon  the  resolution  shall  have  no  force 
or  effect  or  shall  have  such  other  force  and  effect  as  may  be 
prescribed  in  that  Act. 

(3)  If  the  bill  referred  to  in  subsection  (2)  is 
disposed  of  otherwise  than  by  becoming  law  or  by  reason  of 
prorogation  or  dissolution  of  Parhament,  the  resolution

(4)  Where  a  petition  or  a  bill  seeking  the 
annulnient  or  modification  of  a  resolution  of  the  Senate 
dissolving  or  annulhng  a  marriage  has  been  disposed  of  by 
reason  of  prorogation  or  dissolution  of  Parliament,  and  a 
new  petition  and  a  draft  bill  to  the  same  effect  are  not  filed 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Parliaments  within  thirty  days  of  the 
commencement  of  the  next  ensuing  session  of  Parliament, 
such  resolution  shall  come  into  force  on  the  expiration  of 
such  thirty  days.  If  such  petition  and  draft  bili  are  so 
filed  within  such  thirty  days,  the  operation  of  such  resolu- 
tion shall  be  suspended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (2). 

3.  The  Senate  shall  adopt  a  resolution  for  the 
dissolution  or  annulment  of  a  marriage  only  upon  referring 
the  petition  therefor  to  an  officer  of  the  Senate,  designated 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hear  evidence,  and 
report  thereon,  but  such  officer  shall  not  recommend  that  a 
marriage  be  dissolved  or  annulled  except  on  a  ground  on 
which  a  marriage  could  be  dissolved  or  annulled,  as  the 
case  may  be,  under  the  laws  of  England  as  they  existed  on 
the  15th  day  of  July,  1870,  or  under  the  Marriage  and 
Divorce  Act,  Chapter  176  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1952. 

4.  The  Senate  may  make  such  rules  and  orders 
respecting  petitions  for  dissolution  or  annulment  of 
marriages,  the  procedure  at  hearings  thereon  and  all  other 
matters  as  it  considers  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

5.  Evidence  of  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  declaring 
that  a  marriage  is  dissolved  or  annulled  may  be  given  by 
the  production  of  a  copy  of  the  resolution  purporting  to  be 
under  the  seal  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Parliaments  and  signed  by 
him  or  on  his  behalf. 

6.  This  Act  shall  apply  in  respect  of  any  petition 
for  the  dissolution  or  annulment  of  marriage  presented  to 
the  Senate  of  Canada,  and  not  reported  upon  by  the  Senate 
Standing  Committee  on  Divorce  before  the  coming  into 
force  of  this  Act.

(e)  to  study  how  economic  growth,  technological 
change  and  automation,  and  international 
economic  changes  may  affect  employment  and 
income  in  Canada  as  a  whole,  in  particular 
areas  of  Canada  and  in  particular  sectors  of 
the  economy; 

(/)  to  study  and  discuss  with  representatives  of 
the  industries  concerned  and  with  representa- 
tives of  labour,  farmers  and  other  primary 
producers,  and  other  occupational  groups  and 
organizations,  what  specific  plans  for  produc- 
tion and  investment  in  major  industries  in 
Canada  will  best  contribute  to  a  high  and 
consistent  rate  of  economic  growth;

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{k)  to  conduct,  if  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Minister, 
reviews  of  medium  term  or  long  term  programs 
of  the  Government  of  Canada  that  are  designed 
to  aid  or  assist  industry,  labour  or  agriculture.

WHEREAS  by  a  report  of  an  industrial  inquiry  commission  Preamble, 
appointed  on  the  17th  day  of  July,  1962,  under  section  56 
of  the  Industrial  Relations  and  Disputes  Investigation  Act, 
'entitled  a  Report  of  Industrial  Inquiry  Commission  on  the 
Disruption  of  Shipping,  and  dated  at  Ottawa,  the  6th  day 
of  July,  1963,  it  was  indicated  that  within  the  shipping 
industry  in  Canada  an  emergency  situation  has  developed 
that  endangers  navigation  and  shipping  on  the  St.  Lawrence 
Seaway  with  a  consequent  threat  to  the  economy  of  Canada, 
the  international  relations  of  Canada,  and  peace,  order 
and  good  government  on  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway,  and  in 
the  ports  and  on  the  seacoasts  of  Canada. 

And  whereas  the  said  Report  ascribes  this  situation  to 
the  fact  that  the  democratic  processes  within  a  certain 
maritime  transportation  union  have  been  avoided  or 
undermined  to  the  prejudice  of  the  welfare  and  rights  of 
seamen  and  the  national  and  public  interests  of  Canada  ; 

And  whereas  the  said  Report  recommends  that  as 
an  interim  measure  the  maritime  transportation  unions, 
and  maritime  transportation  locals  of  unions,  in  Canada 
be  put  under  trusteeship  to  the  end  that  the  danger  to 
navigation  and  shipping  on  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  and 
the  threat  to  the  national  and  public  interests  may  be 
removed  and  to  enable  the  seamen  of  Canada  to  assume 
by  peaceful  means  the  democratic  management  and  control 
of  their  labour  organizations;

6.  The  right  of  the  Trustees  to  act  is  not  impaired  Vacancies, 
by  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  chairman  or  any  one 
member  of  the  Trustees  nor  by  a  single  vacancy  in  the 
membership  of  the  Trustees. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Trustees. 

T.  (1)  The   management   and   control   of   the  Function  of 

maritime  transportation  unions  is  hereby  vested  in  the  ipj.^g^ggg 
Trustees  who  shall,  in  accordance  with  this  Act,  manage  ^^^* 
and  control  each  of  the  maritime  unions  and  do  all  things 
necessary  or  advisable  for  the  return  of  the  management 
and  control  of  each  of  the  maritime  unions  to  duly  elected 
and  responsible  officers  of  such  unions  at  the  earliest  date 
consistent  with  the  national  and  public  interests  of  Canada. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  any  Act,  letters  patent,  Additional 
charter,  by-laws  or  other  constitution  of  any  maritime  functions, 
union  and  without  limiting  the  generality  of  subsection  (1), 
the  Trustees  may 

(a)  promote  the  establishment  of  advisory  councils 
of  seamen  and  their  representatives  to  advise 
and  aid  the  Trustees  in  carrying  out  their 
duties  under  this  Act  and  promote  the  estab- 
lishment of  joint  advisory  councils  of  seamen 
and  shipowners  and  their  representatives  for 
the  purpose  of  developing  good  relations 
between  employees  and  employers,  safety  in 
the  industry  and  other  labour  relations  except 
those  ordinarily  associated  with  collective 
bargaining  ; 

(6)  recommend  to  the  members  of  a  maritime 
union  changes  in  the  constitution  or  by-laws 
of  the  union  that  are  calculated  to  ensure  more 
efficient,  effective  or  direct  control  of  the 
union  by  the  members  thereof  or  to  advance 
the  general  welfare  of  the  union,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  implementing  any  such  recom- 
mendation exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  officers 
of  the  union  under  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
of  such  union; 

(c)  designate  officers  or  members  of  a  maritime 
union  as  bargaining  committees  to  negotiate 
collective  agreements  on  behalf  of  the  members

{d)  remove  or  suspend  any  officer  or  employee  of 
a  maritime  union  and  appoint  during  pleasure 
officers  and  employees  of  such  maritime  union, 
and  subject  to  subsection  (4)  fix  the  salaries 
to  be  paid  to  any  person  so  appointed;  and 

(e)  sue  or  be  sued  in  the  name  of  a  maritime 
union  in  any  case  where  the  maritime  union 
may  sue  or  be  sued. 

(3)  In  the  management  and  control  of  a 
maritime  union  the  Trustees  may,  in  the  manner  and  to 
the  extent  that  the  same  may  be  done  under  the  constitution 
or  by-laws  of  the  maritime  union  by  the  duly  elected  officers 
thereof,  exercise  the  following  powers,  that  is  to  say: 

(a)  to  draw,  accept,  make  or  endorse  any  bill  of 
exchange  or  promissory  note  in  the  name  of 
or  on  behalf  of  the  maritime  union; 

(6)  to  borrow  on  behalf  of  the  maritime  union  such 
moneys  as  are  required  to  be  borrowed  by  the 
union,  and  to  secure  the  same  on  any  property 
of  the  maritime  union; 

(c)  to  sell  or  otherwise  to  dispose  of  or  alienate  any 
real  or  personal  property  of  the  maritime  union  ; 

{d)  to  retain  and  use  the  seal,  if  any,  of  the  maritime 
union  ; 

(e)   to  execute  in  the  name  of  the  maritime  union 

all  required  deeds,  assurances,  receipts  and 

other  instruments;  and 
(/)    generally  to  do  all  such  things  as  the  officers 

of  the  union  may  do  under  the  constitution 

and  by-laws  of  the  union. 

(4)  Where  the  constitution  or  by-laws  of  a 
maritime  union  prescribes  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  an 
officer  of  the  union,  the  Trustees  shall  not  fix  the  salary 
for  a  person  appointed  by  the  Trustees  to  that  office  in 
an  amount  in  excess  of  the  salary  so  prescribed  by  such 
constitution  or  by-laws;  and  after  the  commencement  of 
this  Act  no  amendment  to  the  constitution  or  by-laws  of  a 
maritime  union  that  decreases  the  salary  attached  to  any 
office  in  the  union  is  valid  unless  the  same  is  approved  by 
the  Trustees. 

(5)  In  respect  of  a  maritime  union  the  Trustees 
may  from  time  to  time  delegate  in  writing  any  or  all  of  the 
duties  and  powers  of  the  Trustees  to  any  person  appointed 
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by  the  Trustees,  or  elected,  as  an  officer  of  the  union;  and 
such  officers  may  perform  the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers 
so  delegated  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions,  if  any, 
as  the  Trustees  may  set  out  in  the  instrument  of  delegation. 

(6)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  Saving, 
restrict  any  right  of  a  maritime  union  or  the  members 
thereof  to  bargain  collectively  and  to  implement  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Industrial  Relations  and  Disputes  Investigation 
Act  in  any  labour  dispute. 

8.  (1)  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Trustees  Control  of

(2)  The  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  Delegation, 
delegate  in  writing  any  or  all  of  their  powers  under  sub- 
section (1)  to  such  persons  as  the  Trustees  may  appoint. 

(3)  If  any  shares  of  the  building  corporation  Cancelling 
have  been  issued  on  or  after  the  6th  day  of  July,  1963  and 
before  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  the  Trustees  shall

10.  Any  person  who  obstructs  or  hinders  the  Obstructing

or  power  of  the  Trustees  under  this  Act  is  guilty  of  an 
offence  punishable  on  summary  conviction  and  is  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  or  to  imprison- 
ment for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years  or  to  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.

(3)  The  Trustees  may  appoint  agents  or 
attorneys  to  administer  any  property  vested  in  the  Trustees 
under  subsection  (1)  or  may  convey  such  property  to  any 
other  person  to  be  held  by  such  person  for  the  benefit  of 
the  maritime  union  or  members  of  a  maritime  union,  as 
the  case  may  be,  for  the  objects  and  upon  the  conditions 
that  are  binding  on  the  Trustees  in  respect  of  that  property. 

12.  (1)  Every  person  having  custody  or  control  of 
(a)  any  papers,  books,  records  or  documents  of  a

(6)  any  books  or  records  of  account  concerning 
any  property  of  a  maritime  union  or  any 
property  vested  in  the  Trustees  under  section 
11,  or 

(c)    any  other  property  of  a  maritime  union, 
shall,  at  the  request  in  writing  of  the  Trustees,  deliver 
such  papers,  books,  records,  documents  or  property  or  the 
custody  or  control  thereof  to  the  Trustees  or  to  such  person 
as  the  Trustees  may  designate. 

(2)  Every  person  who  fails  to  comply  with 
subsection  (1)  is  guilty  of  an  offence  punishable  on  summary 
conviction  and  is  liable  to 

(a)  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for 

each  day  of  default; 
Q))  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 

year;  or 

(c)   both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

(3)  A  judge  of  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada, 
or  a  judge  of  a  superior  or  county  court,  may,  upon  ex  parte 
application  by  the  Trustees,  issue  a  warrant  under  his  hand 
authorizing  a  peace  officer  to  enter  and  search,  if  necessary 
by  force,  and  by  day  or  night,  any  place  fo-r  any  papers, 
books,  records  or  documents  described  in  subsection  (1) 
and  to  seize  and  take  away  any  such  papers,  books,  records 
or  documents  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Trustees  or  a 
person  designated  by  the  Trustees. 

Preserving  Status. 

13.  (1)  The  following  transactions  are  voidable 
if  done,  made  or  entered  into  on  or  after  the  6th  day  of

(a)  any  payment  of  money  belonging  to,  or  de- 
posited or  held  to  the  credit  of  or  for  the 
benefit  of,  a  maritime  union,  members  of  a 
maritime  union,  or  the  building  corporation, 
where  inadequate  valuable  consideration  has 
been  given  therefor; 
(&)  any  sale,  conveyance,  lease,  charge  or  pledge  of 
any  property  of  a  maritime  union  or  the  build- 
ing corporation  where  inadequate  valuable 
consideration  has  been  given  therefor; 
(c)  any  agreement  to  pay  out,  sell,  convey,  lease, 
charge  or  pledge  any  property  of  a  maritime 
union  or  the  building  corporation  for  inadequate 
valuable  consideration;  and 
{d)  any  supplemental  collective  agreement,  or 
agreement  to  vary  the  terms  of  a  collective 
agreement,  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  maritime 
union  or  any  members  thereof  in  respect  of 
a  collective  agreement  in  existence  on  the 
6th  day  of  July,  1963. 

(2)  A  judge  of  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  Making  ^ 
or  of  a  superior  court  may,  upon  application  by  the  Trustees  ^^^P^^^^^^^ 
upon  such  notice  to  such  persons  as  the  judge  may  direct, 
declare  void  any  transaction  mentioned  in  subsection  (1)  ; 

and  thereupon  the  transaction  is  void  for  all  purposes  subject 
to  section  14. 

(3)  No   application   shall   be   made   by   the  Limitation. 
Trustees  under  subsection  (2)  except  within  twelve  months 

after  the  commencement  of  this  Act. 

(4)  A  transaction  mentioned  in  subsection  (1)  Application, 
done,  made  or  entered  into  in  relation  to  a  maritime  union 
or  members  of  a  maritime  union  is  not  voidable  by  virtue  of 
this  section  unless  the  maritime  union  was  enumerated  in 
Schedule  B  on  the  commencement  of  this  Act. 

14.  (1)  Where  a  person  has  acquired  property  of 
a  maritime  union  or  of  the  building  corporation  pursuant 
to  a  transaction  declared  void  under  section  13  and  has 
sold  or  disposed  of  the  property  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
money  or  other  proceeds  therefrom,  whether  further 
disposed  of  or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  property  of 
the  Trustees,  the  maritime  union  or  the  building  corpora- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be. 

(2)  The  Trustees  may  recover  the  property

(4)  Where  the  consideration  payable  for  or 
upon  any  sale  or  resale  of  such  property  or  any  part  thereof 
remains  unsatisfied,  the  Trustees,  maritime  union  or  building 
corporation,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  subrogated  to  the  rights 
of  the  vendor  to  compel  payment  or  satisfaction.

An  Act  respecting  an  Order  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
in  Council  entitled  the  Surcharge  on  Imports  Order, 
and  to  restore  certain  rates  of  Customs  duties  and 
tariff  benefits  expressed  to  be  withdrawn  thereby. 

[Assented  to  7th  November,  1963.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : 

1.  The  Order  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  p.c. 

in  Council  of  the  24th  day  of  June,  1962,  expressed  to  i962-902. 
be  made  pursuant  to  subsection  (1)  of  section  4  of  the 
Customs  Tariff  and  pursuant  to  section  22  of  the  Financial 
Administration  Act,  shall  be  deemed  for  all  purposes  to 
have  had  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  been 
made  on  that  day  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  that  authorized  the  making  of  that  Order. 

S.  All  rates  of  Customs  duties  more  favourable 

than  those  of  the  General  Tariff,  and  the  benefit  of  any 
tariff  more  favourable  than  the  General  Tariff,  expressed 
to  be  withdrawn  by  the  Order  mentioned  in  section  1, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  restored  on  the  1st  day  of 
April,  1963,  and  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  April,  1963 
the  rates  so  restored  and  any  tariff*  the  benefit  of  which 
is  so  restored  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Customs 
Tariff,  apply  as  they  appUed  immediately  before  the  25th 
day  of  June,  1962. 

3.  Section  4  of  the  Customs  Tariff  is  amended  by 

adding  thereto  the  following  subsection  : 

'^(4)  Where  any  order  is  made  after  the  coming  Approval  by 
into  force  of  this  subsection  under  the  authority  I'^iriiament.

Have  Agreed  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  I. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONVENTION.

**2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Convention,  the  expression  inter-

The  absence,  irregularity  or  loss  of  the  baggage  check  does  not 
affect  the  existence  or  the  validity  of  the  contract  of  carriage  which 
shall,  none  the  less,  be  subject  to  the  rules  of  this  Convention.  Never- 
theless, if  the  carrier  takes  charge  of  the  baggage  without  a  baggage 
check  having  been  delivered  or  if  the  baggage  check  (unless  combined 
with  or  incorporated  in  the  passenger  ticket  which  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  3,  paragraph  1  (c))  does  not  include  the  notice 
required  by  paragraph  1  (c)  of  this  Article,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
avail  himself  of  the  provisions  of  Article  22,  paragraph  2." 

Article  V. 
In  Article  6  of  the  Convention — 

paragraph  3  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by  the  following  : — 

*'3.  The  carrier  shall  sign  prior  to  the  loading  of  the  cargo  on  board 
the  aircraft." 

Article  VI. 

Article  8  of  the  Convention  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by  the 
following  : — 

"The  air  waybill  shall  contain: 

(a)  an  indication  of  the  places  of  departure  and  destination  ; 

(6)  if  the  places  of  departure  and  destination  are  within  the  ter- 
ritory of  a  single  High  Contracting  Party,  one  or  more  agreed 
stopping  places  being  within  the  territory  of  another  State, 
an  indication  of  at  least  one  such  stopping  place  ; 

(c)  a  notice  to  the  consignor  to  the  effect  that,  if  the  carriage  in- 
volves an  ultimate  destination  or  stop  in  a  country  other  than 
the  country  of  departure,  the  Warsaw  Convention  may  be 
applicable  and  that  the  Convention  governs  and  in  most  cases 
hmits  the  liability  of  carriers  in  respect  of  loss  of  or  damage  to 
cargo." 
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Article  VII. 

Article  9  of  the  Convention  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by  the 
following  : — 

**If,  with  the  consent  of  the  carrier,  cargo  is  loaded  on  board  the 
aircraft  without  an  air  waybill  having  been  made  out,  or  if  the  air 
waybill  does  not  include  the  notice  required  by  Article  8,  paragraph  (c), 
the  carrier  shall  not  be  entitled  to  avail  himself  of  the  provisions  of 
Article  22,  paragraph  2.'' 

Article  VIII. 
In  Article  10  of  the  Convention — 

paragraph  2  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by  the  following: — 

**2.  The  consignor  shall  indemnify  the  carrier  against  all  damage 
suffered  by  him,  or  by  any  other  person  to  whom  the  carrier  is  liable, 
by  reason  of  the  irregularity,  incorrectness  or  incompleteness  of  the 
particulars  and  statements  furnished  by  the  consignor.'' 

Article  IX. 

To  Article  15  of  the  Convention — 

the  following  paragraph  shall  be  added  : — 

"3.  Nothing  in  this  Convention  prevents  the  issue  of  a  negotiable 
air  waybill." 

Article  X. 

Paragraph  2  of  Article  20  of  the  Convention  shall  be  deleted. 

Article  XI. 

Article  22  of  the  Convention  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by 
the  following: — 

''Article  22. 

1.  In  the  carriage  of  persons  the  liability  of  the  carrier  for  each 
passenger  is  limited  to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
francs.  Where,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the  court  seised  of  the 
case,  damages  may  be  awarded  in  the  form  of  periodical  payments,  the 
equivalent  capital  value  of  the  said  payments  shall  not  exceed  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  francs.  Nevertheless,  by  special  contract, 
the  carrier  and  the  passenger  may  agree  to  a  higher  limit  of  liability. 

2.  (a)  In  the  carriage  of  registered  baggage  and  of  cargo,  the  liability 

of  the  carrier  is  limited  to  a  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
francs  per  kilogramme,  unless  the  passenger  or  consignor  has 
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made,  at  the  time  when  the  package  was  handed  over  to  the 
carrier,  a  special  declaration  of  interest  in  deUvery  at  destina- 
tion and  has  paid  a  supplementary  sum  if  the  case  so  requires. 
In  that  case  the  carrier  will  be  liable  to  pay  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding the  declared  sum,  unless  he  proves  that  that  sum  is 
greater  than  the  passenger's  or  consignor's  actual  interest  in 
delivery  at  destination. 

(6)  In  the  case  of  loss,  damage  or  delay  of  part  of  registered  baggage 
or  cargo,  or  of  any  object  contained  therein,  the  weight  to  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  determining  the  amount  to  which 
the  carrier's  habihty  is  limited  shall  be  only  the  total  weight 
of  the  package  or  packages  concerned.  Nevertheless,  when 
the  loss,  damage  or  delay  of  a  part  of  the  registered  baggage 
or  cargo,  or  of  an  object  contained  therein,  affects  the  value 
of  other  packages  covered  by  the  same  baggage  check  or  the 
same  air  waybill,  the  total  weight  of  such  package  or  packages 
shall  also  be  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  the  limit 
of  habihty. 

3.  As  regards  objects  of  which  the  passenger  takes  charge  himself 
the  liability  of  the  carrier  is  hmited  to  five  thousand  francs  per  passenger. 

4.  The  hmits  prescribed  in  this  article  shall  not  prevent  the  court 
from  awarding,  in  accordance  with  its  own  law,  in  addition,  the  whole 
or  part  of  the  court  costs  and  of  the  other  expenses  of  the  Utigation 
incurred  by  the  plaintiff.  The  foregoing  provision  shall  not  apply  if 
the  amount  of  the  damages  awarded,  excluding  court  costs  and  other 
expenses  of  the  litigation,  does  not  exceed  the  sum  which  the  carrier 
has  offered  in  writing  to  the  plaintiff  within  a  period  of  six  months 
from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  causing  the  damage,  or  before  the 
commencement  of  the  action,  if  that  is  later. 

5.  The  sums  mentioned  in  francs  in  this  Article  shall  be  deemed  to 
refer  to  a  currency  unit  consisting  of  sixty-five  and  a  half  milligrammes 
of  gold  of  millesimal  fineness  nine  hundred.  These  sums  may  be  con- 
verted into  national  currencies  in  round  figures.  Conversion  of  the 
sums  into  national  currencies  other  than  gold  shall,  in  case  of  judicial 
proceedings,  be  made  according  to  the  gold  value  of  such  currencies  at 
the  date  of  the  judgment." 

Article  XIL 

In  Article  23  of  the  Convention,  the  existing  provision  shall  be 
renumbered  as  paragraph  1  and  another  paragraph  shall  be  added 
as  follows: — 

"2.  Paragraph  1  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  provisions 
governing  loss  or  damage  resulting  from  the  inherent  defect,  quality  or 
vice  of  the  cargo  carried." 
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Article  XIII. 
In  Article  25  of  the  Convention — 

paragraphs  1  and  2  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by  the  following: — 

"The  limits  of  liability  specified  in  Article  22  shall  not  apply  if  it  is 
proved  that  the  damage  resulted  from  an  act  or  omission  of  the  carrier, 
his  servants  or  agents,  done  with  intent  to  cause  damage  or  recklessly 
and  with  knowledge  that  damage  would  probably  result;  provided 
that,  in  the  case  of  such  act  or  omiission  of  a  servant  or  agent,  it  is  also 
proved  that  he  was  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment. 

Article  XIV. 

After  Article  25  of  the  Convention,  the  following  article  shall 
be  inserted: — 

''Article  25  A. 

1.  If  an  action  is  brought  against  a  servant  or  agent  of  the  carrier 
arising  out  of  damage  to  which  this  Convention  relates,  such  servant  or 
agent,  if  he  proves  that  he  acted  within  the  scope  of  his  employment, 
shall  be  entitled  to  avail  himself  of  the  limits  of  liability  which  that  car- 
rier himself  is  entitled  to  invoke  under  Article  22. 

2.  The  aggregate  of  the  amounts  recoverable  from  the  carrier,  his 
servants  and  agents,  in  that  case,  shall  not  exceed  the  said  limits. 

3.  The  provisions  of  paragraphs  1  and  2  of  this  article  shall  not 
apply  if  it  is  proved  that  the  damage  resulted  from  an  act  or  omission 
of  the  servant  or  agent  done  with  intent  to  cause  damage  or  recklessly 
and  with  knowledge  that  damage  would  probably  result/' 

Article  XV. 
In  Article  26  of  the  Convention — 

paragraph  2  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by  the  following: — 

''2.  In  the  case  of  damage,  the  person  entitled  to  delivery  must 
complain  to  the  carrier  forthwith  after  the  discovery  of  the  damage,  and, 
at  the  latest,  within  seven  days  from  the  date  of  receipt  in  the  case  of 
baggage  and  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  receipt  in  the  case  of  cargo. 
In  the  case  of  delay  the  complaint  must  be  made  at  the  latest  within 
twenty-one  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  baggage  or  cargo  have 
been  placed  at  his  disposal.^' 

Article  XVI. 

Article  34  of  the  Convention  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  by 
the  following: — 

''The  provisions  of  Articles  3  to  9  inclusive  relating  to  documents  of 
carriage  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  carriage  performed  in  extraordi- 
nary circumstances  outside  the  normal  scope  of  an  air  carrier's  business." 
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Article  XVII. 

After  Article  40  of  the  Convention,  the  following  Article  shall 
be  inserted: — 

''Article  Ifl  A. 

1.  In  Article  37,  paragraph  2  and  Article  40,  paragraph  1,  the  ex- 
pression High  Contracting  Party  shall  mean  State.  In  all  other  cases,  the 
expression  High  Contracting  Party  shall  mean  a  State  whose  ratification 
of  or  adherence  to  the  Convention  has  become  effective  and  whose 
denunciation  thereof  has  not  become  effective. 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  the  Convention  the  word  territory  means  not 
only  the  metropohtan  territory  of  a  State  but  also  all  other  territories 
for  the  foreign  relations  of  which  that  State  is  responsible." 


CHAPTER  II. 

SCOPE  OF  APPLICATION  OF  THE 
CONVENTION  AS  AMENDED. 

Article  XVIII. 

The  Convention  as  amended  by  this  Protocol  shall  apply  to  inter- 
national carriage  as  defined  in  Article  1  of  the  Convention,  provided 
that  the  places  of  departure  and  destination  referred  to  in  that  Article 
are  situated  either  in  the  territories  of  two  parties  to  this  Protocol  or 
within  the  territory  of  a  single  party  to  this  Protocol  with  an  agreed 
stopping  place  within  the  territory  of  another  State. 


CHAPTER  III. 
FINAL  CLAUSES. 
Article  XIX. 

As  between  the  Parties  to  this  Protocol,  the  Convention  and  the 
Protocol  shall  be  read  and  interpreted  together  as  one  single  instrument 
and  shall  be  known  as  the  Warsaw  Convention  as  amended  at  The 
Hague,  1955, 

Article  XX. 

Until  the  date  on  which  this  Protocol  comes  into  force  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  XXII,  paragraph  1,  it  shall  remain  open 
for  signature  on  behalf  of  any  State  which  up  to  that  date  has  ratified 
or  adhered  to  the  Convention  or  which  has  participated  in  the  Con- 
ference at  which  this  Protocol  was  adopted. 
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Article  XXI. 

1.  This  Protocol  shall  be  subject  to  ratification  by  the  signatory- 
States. 

2.  Ratification  of  this  Protocol  by  any  State  which  is  not  a  Party 
to  the  Convention  shall  have  the  effect  of  adherence  to  the  Convention 
as  amended  by  this  Protocol. 

3.  The  instruments  of  ratification  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  People's  Repubhc  of  Poland. 

Article  XXII. 

1.  As  soon  as  thirty  signatory  States  have  deposited  their  instru- 
ments of  ratification  of  this  Protocol,  it  shall  come  into  force  between 
them  on  the  ninetieth  day  after  the  deposit  of  the  thirtieth  instrument 
of  ratification.  It  shall  come  into  force  for  each  State  ratifying  there- 
after on  the  ninetieth  day  after  the  deposit  of  its  instrument  of 
ratification. 

2.  As  soon  as  this  Protocol  comes  into  force  it  shall  be  registered 
with  the  United  Nations  by  the  Government  of  the  People's  Repubhc 
of  Poland. 

Article  XXIII. 

1.  This  Protocol  shall,  after  it  has  come  into  force,  be  open  for 
adherence  by  any  non-signatory  State. 

2.  Adherence  to  this  Protocol  by  any  State  which  is  not  a  Party 
to  the  Convention  shall  have  the  effect  of  adherence  to  the  Convention 
as  amended  by  this  Protocol. 

3.  Adherence  shall  be  effected  by  the  deposit  of  an  instrument  of 
adherence  with  the  Government  of  the  People's  Republic  of  Poland 
and  shall  take  effect  on  the  ninetieth  day  after  the  deposit. 

Article  XXIV. 

1.  Any  Party  to  this  Protocol  may  denounce  the  Protocol  by  noti- 
fication addressed  to  the  Government  of  the  People's  Repubhc  of 
Poland. 

2.  Denunciation  shall  take  efïect  six  months  after  the  date  of 
receipt  by  the  Government  of  the  People's  Republic  of  Poland  of  the 
notification  of  denunciation. 

3.  As  between  the  Parties  to  this  Protocol,  denunciation  by  any 
of  them  of  the  Convention  in  accordance  with  Article  39  thereof  shall 
not  be  construed  in  any  way  as  a  denunciation  of  the  Convention  as 
amended  by  this  Protocol. 
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Article  XXV. 

1.  This  Protocol  shall  apply  to  all  territories  for  the  foreij^n  rela- 
tions of  which  a  State  Party  to  this  Protocol  is  responsible,  with  the 
exception  of  territories  in  respect  of  which  a  declaration  has  been  made 
in  accordance  with  paragraph  2  of  this  Article. 

2.  Any  State  may,  at  the  time  of  deposit  of  its  instrument  of  rati- 
fication or  adherence,  declare  that  its  acceptance  of  this  Protocol  does 
not  apply  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  territories  for  the  foreign  relations 
of  which  such  State  is  responsible. 

3.  Any  State  may  subsequently,  by  notification  to  the  Government 
of  the  People's  Republic  of  Poland,  extend  the  appUcation  of  this 
Protocol  to  any  or  all  of  the  territories  regarding  which  it  has  made  a 
declaration  in  accordance  with  paragraph  2  of  this  Article.  The  noti- 
fication shall  take  effect  on  the  ninetieth  day  after  its  receipt  by  that 
Government. 

4.  Any  State  Party  to  this  Protocol  may  denounce  it,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  XXIV,  paragraph  1,  separately  for  any 
or  all  of  the  territories  for  the  foreign  relations  of  which  such  State  is 
responsible. 

Article  XXVI. 

No  reservation  may  be  made  to  this  Protocol  except  that  a  State 
may  at  any  time  declare  by  a  notification  addressed  to  the  Government 
of  the  People's  Republic  of  Poland  that  the  Convention  as  amended  by 
this  Protocol  shall  not  apply  to  the  carriage  of  persons,  cargo  and 
baggage  for  its  military  authorities  on  aircraft,  registered  in  that  State, 
the  whole  capacity  of  which  has  been  reserved  by  or  on  behalf  of  such 
authorities. 

Article  XXVII. 

The  Government  of  the  People's  Republic  of  Poland  shall  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  Governments  of  all  States  signatories  to  the 
Convention  or  this  Protocol,  all  States  Parties  to  the  Convention  or 
this  Protocol,  and  all  States  Members  of  the  International  Civil  Avia- 
tion Organization  or  of  the  United  Nations  and  to  the  Internationa] 
Civil  Aviation  Organization: 

(a)  of  any  signature  of  this  Protocol  and  the  date  thereof  ; 

(6)   of  the  deposit  of  any  instrument  of  ratification  or  adherence 
in  respect  of  this  Protocol  and  the  date  thereof; 

(c)  of  the  date  on  which  this  Protocol  comes  into  force  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  XXII,  paragraph  1  ; 

(d)  of  the  receipt  of  any  notification  of  denunciation  and  the  date 
thereof ;

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SCHEDULE. 

AGREEMENT 
between 

THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  CANADA 
and 

THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  PROVINCE

This  Agreement  made  this  26th  day  of  September,  One 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-two  ; 

BETWEEN 

The  Government  of  Canada, 

hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''Canada" 
Of  the  First  Part; 

AND 

The  Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''Ontario'^ 
Of  the  Second  Part. 

Whereas  by  virtue  of  section  108  and  the  Third  Schedule  of  the 
British  North  America  Act,  1867,  pubUc  harbours  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  became  the  property  of  Canada; 

And  Whereas  it  is  desirable  in  the  public  interest  that  the  property 
belonging  to  Canada  under  the  designation  ''public  harbours"  should 
be  finally  ascertained  and  fixed,  and,  as  a  result  of  negotiations  between 
representatives  of  Canada  and  Ontario,  it  has  been  mutually  agreed 
upon  that  certain  defined  areas  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  are  the 
property  of  Canada  under  the  said  designation; 

Now  This  Agreement  Witnesseth  that  the  parties  hereto  have 
mutually  agreed,  subject  to  the  approval  and  ratification  of  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada  and  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  as 
follows: 

1.  In  this  Agreement,  the  expression  "lands"  includes  all  interests 
in  lands,  lands  covered  by  water  and  foreshore  lands. 

2.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  harbours  as  described  in  Schedule 
"A"  to  this  Agreement  are  the  PubHc  Harbours  in  Ontario  that  are 
included  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  British  North  America  Act,  1867, 
and  accordingly  it  is  hereby  recognized  and  further  declared  that: 

(a)  subject  to  clause  3  of  this  Agreement,  all  ungranted  lands 
within  the  harbours  as  described  in  Schedule  A  to  this  Agree- 
ment belong  to  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Canada;  and 

(6)  subject  to  clause  4  of  this  Agreement,  all  ungranted  lands  not 
within  any  harbour  as  described  in  Schedule  A  to  this  Agree- 
ment belong  to  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Ontario. 
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3.  It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  all  mines  and  minerals,  in- 
cluding gold  and  silver  and  base  metals,  in,  upon  or  under  all  lands 
within  the  harbours  as  described  in  Schedule  A  to  this  Agreement  are 
the  property  of  and  are  vested  in  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Ontario. 

4.  Nothing  in  this  Agreement  affects  the  title  to 

(a)  any  lands  that  prior  to  the  date  of  this  Agreement  were  con- 
veyed or  transferred  by  one  party  to  this  Agreement  to  the 
other  party  or  any  lands  the  administration  and  control  of 
which  were,  prior  to  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  transferred 
by  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Canada  to  Her  Majesty  in  right  of 
Ontario  or  by  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Ontario  to  Her  Majesty 
in  right  of  Canada;  or 

(6)  any  lands  belonging  to  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Canada  at  the 
date  of  this  Agreement  and  acquired  otherwise  than  by  virtue 
of  the  Second  Item  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  British  North 
America  Act,  1867. 

5.  It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  all  grants  and  quit-claims  by 
Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Canada  as  described  in  Schedule  B  to  this  Agree- 
ment are  hereby  confirmed  by  Ontario,  and  that  all  grants  and  quit- 
claims by  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Ontario  as  described  in  Schedule  C 
to  this  Agreement  are  hereby  confirmed  by  Canada. 

6.  This  Agreement  shall  take  effect  upon  being  duly  approved  by 
the  Parhament  of  Canada  and  the  Legislature  of  Ontario. 

In  Witness  Whereof  the  Minister  of  Transport  has  hereunto  set 
his  hand  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Minister  of 
Lands  and  Forests  and  the  Minister  of  Mines  have  hereunto  set  their 
hands  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.
